Smith; Secretary, Olga Maranjian; Treasurer, Donald Ackroyd; Cheerleaders, Olga Maranjian, 
Virginia DuHamel, and Pat Fleming. 

We held a penny sale in November to help defray some of the expenses of our Junior Prom, 
After the penny sale we discovered that we had erroneously forgotten to raffle off a case of coke 
and two cakes, so we went up to Ginny DuHamel's and had a party, 

We worked hard on our prom during the next few months and finally the great day arrived, As 
Eddie Winiker's Orchestra played “Anchors Aweigh," the grand march, led by Valerie McLean, 
began an evening of great excitement and success, 

At graduation, Isaac Kramnick was awarded the medal for excellence in history and William 
Keough received the Harvard Book Award,
